Jmxn A. S. LATH,—My Dear Mir:—I

The legislation by 


congress which I advocated in the Nemo 
etter does not interfere with the sale of 
spirits imported or otherwise obtained. 
In answer to your question "What legal 
right can a state have to prevent the sale 
of liquor when it has been imported and 
duty paid upon it to the general govern- 
ment?" 


I reply that when liquors are import- 


ed and the duty is paid to the general 
government, they come legally iuto.aome 
one of the states for sale ,and for use, 


ith the right of transmission for like 


purposes throughout all the states; and 


itate by any adverse legislation can 


exclude aud prohibit the sole and nae of 
what had a legal right by a law of con- 
gress—and I may say the supreme con. 
stitutional right—fo be brought into it 


As you know, I am not a lawyer, bat I 


think the question of the "original im- 
ported package" may do as a temperance 
question, but not as a legal one. In 
Maine, where the question has been 
made n legal one, I believe the people 


an "original package" import- 


ed from Canada to be a one, two or 
:hree gallon cask filled with liquor on 
which they pay the duty. 


The collection of the proposed excise 


tax by the general government has noth- 
ng to do with the importation of liquors 
or with the sale and use of spirits any- 
where. 
It reaches to but one point, 


revenue from consumers; and there ore 
no complications in it. ' 


If it bo wisdom to collect, is it not a 


ight and duty to distribute as proposed? 
[?hat is the only question to be consid- 
ered All the required machinery is now 
n operation. 


I am opposed to a constitutional pro- 


libition of the manufacture and sale of 
ipirits, because it must prove ineffectual 
us it creates a school for teaching in* 
gonions fraud and unmanly deceit, in 
vading any law which may bo proposed 
o enforce the constitutional prohibition. 
We cannot Biiccewifully legislate against 
an appetite inherited or acquired; and in 
some caaes.'perhapa, acquired solely be- 


cause prohibited, for snch is tad ever 
was the perversities of human nature. I 
hates coercion. 


The fruit of the "forbidden tree" had 


to be tasted because it was forbidden. 
I believe it was a "distillery" in the gar 
den of Eden, and not the other thini 
whatever it was, that "brought deatl 
into the world and all our woe," for tha 
is the only tiling which since has tri 
umphed over all worldly legislation, on 
the temperance question. 


I was in favor of the Scott lawinOhio 


It was the best legislative expedient for 
the general welfare of the state, which 
the constitution permitted. 
I deprecat- 


ed the- decision of the. supreme court 
against it 


If there be any doubt in questions o 


this character, it is always safer ani 
wiser to decide with the moral and bnsi 


a interests of the whole people. There 


is about an equal number of political 
prohibitionists and drunkards in the 
land, but the mUh'ona of workers in all 
well doing, who own the world and do 
all its best work, are neither political 
prohibitionists nor drunkard. 


The law of temperance is the under- 


lying law of the whole structure o( 
human society, which rises to a higher 
plane and nobler purposes, and ends 
when that law is majntainecL' 


The supreme court of Ohio ahonlc! 


have maintained it. To prevent the va- 
ried and artful dodging and tinkering 
legislative, judicial and partisan in the 
ETemo letter, I advocate the levy of an
